COMMENTS 


TOWN OF MILO 
JANUARY 1, 1960 TO DECEMBER 31, 1960 


An audit of the financial records of the Town of Milo has been 
completed for the fiscal year ended December 31, 1960. The 
audit consisted of an examination of the records maintained by 
the Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Collector and other municipal 
officials. 


The fiscal year's operations showed the net unexpended balance 
lapsed amounted to $8, 414.07, per the following summary: 


Departmental Operations: 


Unexpended Balances $14, 257. 30 
Overdrafts 5, 843. 23 
Net Unexpended Balance $8, 414. 07 


The unappropriated balances of the overlay and excise tax 
revenues, and the unexpended balances in the welfare and in- 
surance accounts, were the major factors contrubuting to the 
amount lapsed to surplus. The largest overdraft occurred in 
the winter roads account. 


The following comments pertain to the accompanying financial 
_ statements for the fiscal year and to the scope of audit. 


ASSETS... . The general fund cash balance of $14, 071.05 
was verified by reconciliation of a statement furnished by the 
Merrill Trust Company, Bangor, Maine.

Accounts receivable of $4,885.98 consisted principally of 
charity, state aid road, and civil defense accounts due from the 
State of Maine. 


Taxes receivable totaling $8,708.35 represented current year 
accounts of $8,693.65 and uncollected accounts of $14. 70 for the 
preceding year. 


Tax liens and tax acquired property totaled $726. 02 and $132. 52 
respectively. Tax liens dated from 1959 while tax acquired 
property was for prior years. 


Other general fund assets included equity in the Chase and 
Souther properties totaling $3,033.23. 


LIABILITIES. . . . Social security deductions and/or con- 
tributions totaling $721.68 and unorganized territory excise 
tax collections of $30.86 had accrued to governmental agencies 
at the close of the year. 


RESERVES... .. The appropriation accounts showed an un- 
expended balance of $14,652.51, representing various operating 
account balances that are carried forward to the ensuing year in 
accordance with legal requirements and/or customary practice. 


The ministerial and school fund of $1,320.15 which was used 
by the town inprior years, is shownas due the trust fund account 
from the general fund. Interestat 6% has beenpaid and credited 
to the education account. 


Excise tax collections of $593.71 for 1961 arecarried forward 
for disposition at the next annual meeting. 


The fire department reserve of $1,403.94, representing un- 
expended balances of fire department accounts was established 
by the townspeopleasa "Contingent Fund" for future use by the 
department. 
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SURPLUS... . The unappropriated surplus amounted to 
$12,215.49, as increase of $8,414.07 for the year. Thechange 
was occasioned by the net unexpended departmental balance 
lapsed. 


DEBT FUND... . Thedebtfund, incorporated in the balance 
sheet as a separate fund, reflects the outstanding school con- 
struction bonds of $72,000.00, parking lot notes of $6,000.00 
and the Community Hospital note of $10,000.00, whichare to be 
retired during the ensuing fourteen years. 


TRUST FUNDS... . The trust fund principals totaled $32, 
943.80 and unexpended incomeamounted to £391.62 at the year 
end. With the exception of the ministerial and school fund of 
$1,320.15 due from the general fund, the trust funds are in- 
vested as follows:

Bank Stock 12,695. 00 

Investment Funds Stock 16,432. 22 

Time Deposit 1,388.05 
DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS... . The departmental op- 


erating accounts showed an increase of $20,366.88 in funds 
raised by taxation, as compared with the preceding year. Lar- 
ger appropriations for Community Hospital and the Control 
Center were the major factors responsible for the change. 


The departmental balances carried forward to the ensuing 
year increased $978.66, as compared with balances at the 
start of the year. An increase in the unclassified accounts 
balance and adecrease in charity and education account balances 
reflected the major changes. 


GENERAL... .. The use of excise tax monies for various 
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highway projects was authorized at the annual town meeting. 
The use of overlay for town office and incidental expenses and 
the transfer of equipment earnings to the garage account were 
authorized by the town officials. 


The loan of $10,000.00 for support of the Community Hospital 
was authorized at a special town meeting. 


RECOMMENDATIONS... . It isrecommended that supple- 
mental taxes be committed to the taxcollector by the assessors 
and that the use of the overlay for current operations by author- 
ized by the townspeople. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained to 
the handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. 
Count of cash was made and records checked to determine the 
accuracy of recording cash transactions. 


Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of bank state- 
ments furnished by the depository or by direct bank confirmation. 
Verifications were utilized, on a test basis, to determine the 
correctness of recorded assets and liabilities. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as ex- 
penditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls and can- 
celed checks were examined for a selected period. 


Excise tax collections were verified with copies of receipts 
retained by the collector. Education account balances were 
reconciled with the records of the Superintendent of Schools. 
Debt and trust fund transactions were examined. Investments 
were verified by actual inspection. Surety bond coverage was 
reviewed. 
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In our opinion, subject to the foregoing comments, the accom- 
panying statements and supporting information present fairly 
the financial positionof the townat December 31, 1960, and the 
results of its operations of the year then ended.

During the summer we built the first piece of "Soil Cement" 
in this County. It is meeting increasing popularity in many 
sections. By this method, the material already in the old road 
bed is mixed with dry cement, well watered, then compacted 
and shaped to the desired shape and form. While this is nota 
cure-all for every need, it is giving very good satisfaction under 
many conditions. It is expected to provide a base that should 
last for many years. Please take notice of Crescent Street and 
form your ownopinion. Wewere pleased to get this streetcom- 
pleted for slightly less than our original figured estimate of the 
cost. The street is 630 feet long, the grade was improved, new 
culvert placed and general drainage improved, street widened, 
with a cost ready for the surface of less than $1,700.00. A 
2 1/2" mulch was applied for $371. 25. 


We were able to make minor improvements to some other 
short sections as well as the general repairs and maintenance 
during the summer. 


An effort was made to use more of our Dust Control money 
by doing a medium or heavy mulchonsome of the streets hop- 
ing a more satisfactory job could be done rather than going over 
more streets. 


The regular State Aid money was used to continue the con- 
struction on the Lakeview road. To this fund we also received 
from the State $4,000.00 from the "Special State Aid Fund!" 
which enabled us tocomplete this year 1,950 feet on the Lake- 
view road. Wewishto thank the Highway Commission for their 
action. This is the first time Milo has been allotted any money

TOWN GARAGE 


Early in October our regular highway crew started work on 
the new Town Garage. The location on Knowles Avenue, sug- 
gested by Mr. Youngblood, met the approval of the Selectmen. 
This seemed to offer excellent building conditions. First, it 
was on the back part of the cemetery lot so no purchase cost 
was needed. Second, it utilizes land which could not be used 
for burials as it was too close to dwellings. Third, the ground 
is dry and well drained, with ample roomif expansion is needed 
in the future. 


We have tried to build apermanent type of building which should 
notbe at all objectionable to the neighbors, sofar as appearance 
goes. It hasareinforced concrete footing four feet below ground 
level for foundation and is constructed of cement blocks. Mr. 
Argraves and Mr. Eichel were a very helpful addition to our 
crew during part of the construction. Mr. Tourtellotte’s crew 
and equipment helped in placing the heavy steel supports for the 
roof. May I at this time, express sincere thanks to the many 
others in Milo, the B & Apeople, the local dealers and mills, 
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our local Civil Defense Directors, Mr. Bradeen and Mr. Monroe, 
who helped in various ways to get this building up and at least 
usable at a moderate cost. Certainly it will need other work 
and equipment, as funds become available. 


Please note we had no appropriation but have used some lumber 
and proceeds from town owned wood lots and partof the earnings 
from the equipment account.

Due to an increase in enrollment the sub-primary has three 
divisions, necessitating one additional teacher. The Junior High 
is badly in need of an extra teacher as well as a room for the 
same. TheHigh School is alsoinneed of additional classrooms. 
A report from the Junior-Senior High School Principal may in- 
clude a similar request. 


PROFESSIONAL GROWTH 


In all grades, the teachers are acquiring more education of a 
professional nature, have the privilege of expert services of 
personnel from the State Department of Education, specialists 
from the textbook publishing companies, as well as the conven- 
tions, bulletins, teacher-guide books and manuals, all of which 
are designed to be helpful. 
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CURRICULUM IMPROVEMENTS 


In Science, town funds have been matched with federal funds 
to provide much needed scientific equipment for both elementary 
and secondary classes. In mathand foreign language the school 
is not eligible for federal funds due to the lack of numbers en- 
rolled in these subjects. There will be a bigger and better 
Science Fair this year combining elementary and secondary 
grades. I believe this is planned for March 4th. I know you 
won't be sorry if you plan to attend this Science Fair. 


The Junior-Senior High School teachers have worked diligently 
to improve the curriculum, the classroom instruction, and to 
encourage all students to work to his capacity. The morale of 
the school is good and the record of those attending schools of 
higher learning is very good. These grades are being very 
ably handled, and in my opinion the teachers are doing very 
well in spite of overcrowded classes and poor facilities. Two 
or three additional classrooms are very much needed. 


ACHIEVEMENT TESTS 


The standardized achievement tests have been given to all 
pupils in grades 3-6-8 thepast fewyears. Theresults of these 
are used in conjunction with other items of scholarship and 
ability in setting up the groups for class instruction. Also the 
results are used in planning the work for the groups. Some 
testing is also being done in grades beyond the eighth together 
with some remedial work. The teachers are striving toprovide 
a challenge for the ability of each pupil. A guidance director 
was planned for but conditions too lengthy to explain here pre- 
vented the hiring of one this year. It is hoped that we shall 
have better luck next September. 


ELEMENTARY LIBRARY BOOKS 
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By the schools donating funds of the schooland the School Com- 
mittee authorizing to match that amount, many very good books 
have been purchased. An inspection of any of the classrooms 
will show that pupils and teachers are proud of the reading 
shelves for outside reading. Many of the classrooms are dis- 
playing charts which show a record of each pupil's reading. 
These records are excellent evidence of the value of the sup- 
plementary reading materials. 


FOREIGN LANGUAGE 


A careful study was made here by the former school committee 
members before the change was made. Itwas decided that Latin 
would be dropped and emphasis be put upon developing a strong 
course in three years of French. Much effort has been placed 
in that direction by installing a language laboratory, new texts, 
tapes, and aspecial course in the teaching of French was taken 
by Miss Hakkila at the University of Maine, 1960. The expense 
of the course was taken care of through the Federal Government. 


It was also the intention of that committee to offer Latin I, 
whenever the demand warranted, to take care of any requirement 
by students entering nursing, etc. 


SPELLING 
This is one subject in which the medial of the class on the 
national achievement tests has always been below. Again, new 
texts were purchased and this year we hope to have some im- 


provement. This does not mean that there are not some very 
good spellers but it does refer to the classes as a whole.

I am proposing sev- 
eral plans to the School Committee for the purpose of making 
a budget which I believe will include funds for increasing the 
amounts in the scale. Schools are like children -- if you're 
going to have them you ought to support them. 


PLANS FOR 1961 - 1962 


I shall make special mention of many needs of the schools, 
and it is my hope that some of these will be included in the reg- 


85 


ular budget and the larger projects by special articles of the town 
warrant for your consideration. 


1. To provide funds for construction of proper and adequate 
facilities for the Junior-Senior High School to become accred- 
ited. If this seems impossible; to do whatever is possible in 
that general direction should be attempted. 


2. To provide funds for two or three teachers in addition to 
the guidance. 


3. Toprovide funds for continuing the improvement of library 
books for all grades. 


4. To provide funds to replace the small suburban (1954) with 
a bus of larger seating capacity. 


5. To provide funds for relighting all or part of the Junior 
High. 


6. To provide funds for a complete renovation of the heating 
system in the Junior-Senior High, one or both. 


7. To provide funds to make all buildings safe to satisfy the 
Insurance Commissioner. 


8. To provide funds for additional classrooms for music, 
band, and Junior High classes. The primaryschool needs ex- 
tensive repair if itis to be used in 1961. 


I realize that the above looks like a big order but during the 
past few years the Junior-Senior High School has been some- 
what neglected dur to the fact that some thought that an area 
school would be built. By your vote, that project came to a 
close; therefore, you force me to request that you put what 
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you have in good shape. 


The School Committee has a very difficult job to attempt to 
make the schools what you would like to have them without ex- 
pecting to burden you with additional tax dollars. Pleasesym- 
pathize with them and be as constructive as possible with your 
criticisms. 


There are many friends of the schools, inand outside the town, 
who are striving to help, some of which are: The Lions Club, 
the Ayuda Club, the Band Mothers! Club, M. M. Knowles, B. & 
A. A. R. R., American Thread, Teachers' Club, Alumni, and 
many individual citizens. One Californian, a former student 
at Milo High, sent one year's subscription to the Christian 
Science Monitor. 


Please accept my thanks and appreciation toall for your many 
kindnesses during the past years. One kindness which pleases 
me most is aninvitation of the Senior Class toaccompany them 
on their class trip. These students began their schooling in 
the sub-primary in 1948, the same year that I came to Milo. 
Many thanks for the invitationand Mrs. Dority joins me in ex- 
pressing our deepest appreciation. 


Thanks again to the friends of the school and those interested 
in the welfare of the youth of our town.

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Report of Public Health Nurse 


Your Public Health Nurse submits the following summary of 
Public Health Nursing Services in your Community for the year 
1960. 


A series of three Child Health Conferences has been held in 
Milo this year. These conferences are for well infants and 
pre-school children. There was a total attendance of ninety 
children. Twenty-six physical examinations were done by a 
physician. Thirty children were immunized against diphtheria, 
whooping cough and thirty-four children were immunized against 
polio. 


The Improvement Society again sponsored a series of three 
Child Health Conferences in Derby with a total attendance of 
one hundred two children. Thirty-four children received phy- 
sical examinations by a physician. Thirty-four children were 
immunized against diphtheria, whooping cough and tetanus; 
forty against polio and five against smallpox. We are hoping, 
with the continued cooperation of the sponsoring groups, to 
hold these conferences each year or as often as seems necess-: 
ary. 


Home visits were made to expectant mothers, infants and pre- 
school children for care and instruction and to stress the im- 
portance of medicat care when needed. Your Public Health 
Nurse also makes visits to adults and the aged to demonstrate 
or help in arranging for care when needed. When health prob- 
lems are brought to the attention of the District Health Office, 
home visits are made to help with their solution. 


The State Department of Healthand Welfare conducted clinics 
for consultation and medical care. Theseincluded Orthopedic, 
Cardiac, Speech, Pediatric, Mental Health, Hard of Hearing 
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and Mentally Retarded Preschool Children Clinics. Cases are 
referred to these clinics through the family physician. The 
nurse follows these cases to helparrange for appointments and 
interpret clinic recommendations. 


I would like to thank the town officials, physicians, health 
officer and the volunteer workers without whose help our work 
would be less effective.

To the citizens and selectmen of Milo, Ihereby presenta brief 
report of the work of the Piscataquis County Tuberculosis and 
Health Association for the period of Jan. 1 to Dec. 31, 1960: 


Good health is an asset that pays dividends throughout life. 
Preventing and healing sickness is the aim of public health 
workers throughout the country. Today so many illnesses are 
preventable that much emphasis is placed on health education. 
Cooperation is the keynote to success in your community health 
program. 


School Health: 

Health examinations were given to the pupils in the alternate 
grades, with special attention given to those going out for sports, 
by Dr. Curtis, the schoolphysician. Cards were sent toparents 
when conditions needing attention were found. Dental hygiene 
continues to be the number one offender, but it is worth noting 
that more pupils are apparently receiving more adequate dental 
care now than were five years ago. 


Vaccinations against diphtheria, tetanus, small-poxand polio 
are offered each year. While the majority of pupils are protected 
against these diseases, there are still some whoarenot, Par- 
ents are urged to have their childrenimmunized, either through 
the school health program or through their own family physician. 
The audiometer is used to test the hearing of the pupils. Parents 
are notified when a hearing loss is found. 


Home visits are made throughout the year for many and varied 
reasons. 


The cooperation of the teachers and the parents is greatly ap- 
preciated by the school nurse. 
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Tuberculosis Control: 

Tuberculosis is not "almost conouered". There are still 
thousands of undiscovered cases that are a constant source of 
danger to you and to your family. 


More research is needed. Better drugs remain to be dis- 
covered before tuberculosis will be wiped out. And most im- 
portant of all, the unknown cases must be found and treated. 


Your local Piscataquis County Tuberculosis and Health As- 
sociation is working with the local and state doctors and health 
authorities that this may be accomplished. 


Your cooperation and assistance is necessary for the total 
success of this program.

In the summer of 1960 there were 9 new sewer services and 
15 new water services installed, and 20 old services renewed. 


There was 520' of 2'' water pipe installed on Crescent Street 
replacing an old 1" main. 


4 new manholes have been constructed during the season, 1 
on Riverside St., 1 on Belmont St., 1 on Highland Road and 
1 on Crescent Street. 


There was 260' of 6'' Transite sewer pipe installed on Prospect 
St. replacing 6'"' orangburg pipe, also 160' of Transite pipe in-

The Budget Committee held several meetings and had an av- 
erage of 13 members present out of 15 at each meeting. The 
Town Manager and Selectmenas well as other Departments co- 
operated very well which helped in making our work easier. 


The following are recommendations which we hope will meet 
with your approval. 


1. Fire Department supplies:- It was felt by most evervone 
that the normal amountof hose thatis purchased each year could 
be bought and paid for in 1961 outof the Fire Departments Con- 
tingent Fund. That is the reason for our recommendation of 
$2,000. 00 instead of the $2,700. 00 asked for by the Fire Depart- 
ment.
